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Every two years The Department of Theatre, Concordia University 
oiters a production course in Theatre for Young Audiences. The 
course provides specialists in the Drama in Education program an 
opportunity to explore a particular style of Theatre for Young 
Audiences. This year the course will examine the’ fourth wave’ of 
Theatre-in-Education. This style of theatre deals with 
contemporary issues e.g. the environment, and the attempts to 
present them in a way that is accessible to young audiences. The 
show rarely exists on it’s own, usually being accompanied by a 
workshop(s) and/or educational materials. 


While one person is appointed as the show’s Director and has the 
final word on the artistic shape of the piece, in this style of 
creation all members .of the company work in collaboration 
providing creative input into all stages in the development of 
the show. Each show starts with a theme, idea, issue or concept... 
This is then carefully researched. From this research the 
company proceeds into a creative phase from which a basic script 
outline and a fleshed out script are developed through 
improvisation and discussion, purely through improvisation or 
some combination of these. o | p NE 
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"OF CLOWNS AND THIEVES" examines the subtle (and not so subtle) 
ways that an individual’s democratic rights can be eroded. The 
style of the show is heavily influenced by satire, slapstick and 
physical comedy, saturday morning cartoons, Guillari and Commedia 
Dell’Arte, English Pantomimes, and the work of such great clowns 
as Fo, Grock, Grimaldi, Chaplin, Keaton, Cleese and Marx, both 
Groucho and Karl. It will interweave contemporary and literary 
events into larger than life theatrical reality employing song, 
dance and zany physical humour.
